Work of Tempering Edge Steel Ne- 
cessitates a Long Course of Training 
and Years of Experience. 


The labor of making a pocketknlfe 


Is. as usual in every.Industry that is 
carried on by the aid of'n gn-at deal of 
machinery, unu-li divided. Each blade 
muse go throiigj 
essc-s—first, 
forging: si' 


on the "flings." that part whii-li Is In- 
serted into the handle and through 
which ihe blade is rivi'tdl: third, 
marking or stumping "'lib ihe name 
of Hit- manufacturer: fourth, "ch'oll- 
ing." or ming a depression'iu the ni-ck 
of IliL- blade between the sharp edge : 
aud the heavier part or "tang:" fifth, 
tempering: sixth, grinding. 


All this applies to Ihe two ordinary 


blades of a knife. Nail blades are sub- 
jected to still another process-namely, 
the cutting of the file, which is a de- 
partment of work iu Itself. 


Should we Inspect the material room 


of u knife manufactory we should Hud 
heavy Iron presses, which stamp out 
from sheets of.brass or iron the HK-Ial 
scales and lining. 'i'Tie bright ..tips on 
the end of the knife, called ••bolsu'rw." 
are pressed out of Gorman silver un- 
der another heavy weight, which does 
Its work iu one blow. Huge shears nil 
from sheets of steel, used only for ibis 
purpose, long strips that are afli-rwiird 
fashioned under a press into springs 
for the back of the knifp. 


The rod of sleel from which Ihe 


blades nrp made is taken from the mn'- 
terial room to the forge. Here one end 
is put into a bed of hot coals, the bel- 
lows are pumped, aud the end is soou 
rod; 


The skilled forger then hammers the 


blade Into shape upon bis anvil, and 
so accunue is his eye and so exact his 
hand that the blade does not deviate 
n hair's lireudih from the little brass 
pattern that Is before him and to 
which each blade must correspond ex 
aclly. 


Tlie blade Is next dipped in water 


and becomes as hard aud brittle as 
glass, niit the edges'are rough. It Is 
'nearly unifm-iii in thickness und Is a 
light gray in rolu'r. 


Again the forger's tsklll Is urnugbt 


into play In the tempering. Laying 
the blades on u'copper plate over Ihe 
flre. he watches themyas they change 
their hue with the degree of heat, first 
to straw color, theu to darker straw 
and now to the dark purple which de- 
notes that tBe proper degree of beat 
has been obtained. They are plunged 
into cold water as fast as they reach 
this point. 


If the blades were allowed to remain 


longer over the fire the steel would

Each brass lining, with its coverins. 


1 put in a vise, and holes are drilled 
n it for the rivets. A brass wire is 
hrust through the middle of the hau 
die toward tlie back. This secures tlu- 
pring, and 1t Is then broken off with 
jlppcrs aud beaded down with n ham ' 
ner.
